New Jail Inmate Work Program Expected To Save City At Least $100,000 
A Year

When Frank Drew was run- 
ning last fall to be Virginia 
Beach's sheriff, he made a 
promise. 

Now, two months after 
winning the election and taking 
office, Drew's promise to initiate 
a new community work force has 
become a reality. 

Drew's project, which began 
mid-January, allows low-risk 
inmates with job skills to per- 
form tasks for the city. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel J.P. Vitale. who. 
runs the jail facility, said the 
woik force is expected to save the 
city more than $100,000 this 
year. 

"We can't get them out there 
fast enough," he said. 

The inmates, who are assigned 
to various locations such as 
Seashore State Park, the city's 
print shop, the Virginia Beach 
Sanitary Landfdl, and other city 
departments, must meet certain 
criteria before being allowed to 
participate. 



*'Thefre writing 
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Each inmate who volunteers is 
screened; all must be post-trial 
inmates and they must be low- 
risk. Most of the inmates on the 
work force are serving time fw 
DUIs, failure to pay child sup- 
port, thefts and petty larceny. 
Inmates committing sex or vio- 
lent crimes do not qualify. 

"It gives them some incentive 
to volunteer. They can get 'good 
time' for working and volunteer- 
ing for pojects," Vjtale said. 

Captain Jack Pallett, who 
heads up the program, currently 
has about 25 inmates working in 
it, but he said he could probably 



work 50 more if he had them. 

"1 think it's one of the best 
things we could have ever done," 
he said. "These guys are happy to 
get out." 

The numbw of inmates work- 
ing at each location varies, but 
all are under supervision of a 
deputy or a department supervi- 
sor. Palleu said there have been 
no problems at any of the work 
sites since tte program began. ^ 

"I assign these inmates to var- 
ious places and I double check on 
them and make sure they're doing 
theirjob,"besaid. 

Not only is the program sav- 
ing the ci^ mOTeyrilJ»^oo8t- 
ing the inmates' morale. With a 
jail population of more than 500 
a day, Vitale said, the inmates are 
glad to get outside. 

"Rather than sit up there all 
day and vegetate they get out and 
get some exercise. If 1 had a 
chance to get out for eight to 10 
hours a day, I'd volunteer too," he 
said. 

Both male and female inmates

The Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT) proposal 
didn't sound right to city council on 
Feb. 20 so it was deferred until .

The proposal didn't sound any 
betlCT Monday. 

Council learned that VDOT had 
abeady acquired property on Feb. 1 
for a right-of-way for the Constitu- 
tion Drive flyover prior to the (te- 
sign of the projwt 

Now, after the fm;t, it was asking 
the city pay its share, $50,000 or 
two percent, of the $2.5 million 
purchase price. The city's jwyment 
was due in 1992. 

Said Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan: "We've been treated Ula we 
don't matter, we're redundant and we 
have to do it." 

Council, however, did not do it. 
By a 9-0 vote, council decided not 
to pay the $50,000. Councilman 
William D. Sessoms Jr. was absent 
and Councilman HaroW Heischober 
atetained. 

Kenneth A. Lantz Jr.. VDOT 
engines, told council that advwiced 
right-of-way purchases we made in 
cases of ha^ship such as b^ health 
of the owner of fii^iciai problems. 
Stanley Holzsweig, one of the 
tluee owners in the Me^ows patvi 
nership. owner of the eight-acre 
tr«;t involvKi in the incidwil, left 
the partnership last year. C.H. 
Byler and Stanley WiUner, the othw 
two iwmers were c*ll^ted to pay 
Holzaweig. $10,000 a month until 
his interest caiW be bought out or 
until 1991 witen the land jwrchase 
vras sctoAiled.

Council was concerned that Uie 
state would be using money from 
other projects to purcha^ the right- 
of-way. Also, it felt that this pur- 
chase would le«l to requests for 
more and more mwiey. 

"If 1 was a person owning prop- 
erty," said Councilman John D. 
Moss. "I'd be saying. 'Where's my 
check.' I'm not saying the person 
did not have a hardship but that 
there will be others and we'll need a 
big paychedt." 

The acquisition of this propwiy, 
said Vice Mayor Robert E. Fen- 
tress, will bring m additional hard- 
ships. "I don't agree with the 
legalities; it certainly is not fair. 
Suppose we didn't i»ss this resolu- 
tk)n?" 

"You have a certaip amount of 
money you can use . . ." stated 
McOanan, addressing Lantz.

Three junior Gifl Scout troops, 
583, 905Land-9« in tiie Back Bay 
area, have ad(^)ted C^ioation Teddy 
Care, a program die girls originally 
heaid about in National Geograpldc 
ma^tzine. 

The girls borrowed the program 
to assist the Princess 
Anne/Courthouse rescue squad 
wiUi its own teddy bear program. 
According to Uie squad's captain, 
Robert Helfant, his rescue squad 
has for four years been giving 
teddy bears lo traumatized children 
who usually have to ride in 
ambulances. He said most of Uie 
city's 11 rescue squads also take 
part in the program. 

"Anytime we have a little child, 
for whatever reason, we give it to 
them for comfort," he said. 

The squad keeps two teddy bears 
on each of its two units, and has 
several bears imstock. Helfant said 
so far this year the rescue «iuad has 
given out 10 to 12 bears. 

"Once we give it to them, we 
don't take it away." he said. 

When the squad members nm out 
of bears they run to K-Mart to pick 
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up more. But the number of bears 
the squad buys is limited because it 
operates stiictly on donations. The 
city only helps out with gas and 
insurance. 

This is where the Girl Scmits 
step in. 

In order to assist the rescue 
squad, tiie girls deci(ted to hold a 
fundraiser. They decided on recy- 
cling aluminum and newqnpNS. 

"Our timing was perfect These 
girls started out on foot, knocking 
on doors in subdivisions." Shidds 
said. 

Tlie girls asked readents to save 
their used cans and papers, which 
die girls would pick up Uie next 
week. But because of Uie personal 
concern of Uie girls going door to 
door, although they were 
supervised, Uiey d«;ided to oipcR 
the project up to Uie community 
and conduct it on a larger scale.

New City Jail Program 
Saving The City Money 

The Virginia Beach Sheriff's Department has come up with yet 
another new program to help enrich its inmates' lives. 

The first program began severs^ years a^o. It's an art program 
that allows the inmates to draw §nd paint, with colored pencils, 
artwork which is display and sold The inmates get to keep the 
money their paintings earn and they feel proud when others 
praise tteir finished product 

The othCT pn^ram is the jail's community work force. In- 
stead of the inmates sitting in their cells all day in sometimes 
cramped conditions, they are given the chance to get out and 
work. Only low-risk inmates are permitted to take part in the 
program, which seems (sdy logical. Those inmates selected are 
given the opportunity to work around the city doing various 
tasks, such as picking up litter, or working for any of the city's 
many dq}artments. 

This program should prove to beneHcial to both the inmates 
and the city. The inmates feel useful, get exercise and fresh air, 
as well as score "brownie points" with their superiors. Every 
time an inmate volunteers to work, sod» amount of time is 
knocked off his or her sentence. 

Hie city is taking advantage of the program as much as possi- 
ble. Why hire and pay city employees to do the same work the 
inmates can do for fiee? 

Are the inmates being taken advantage of? Yes and no. Be- 
cause they are saving the city money, tilie city is doing them a 
favor in return. Shortening their sentence is most likely the nrast 
important thing on an inmate's mind, so the work probably 
doesn't bother them one bit 

So far, the program has been a success. Hopefully, more and 
more inmates will volunteer for the program, which should help 
make Virginia Beach a more beautiful place to live, as well as 
help alleviate the crowded jail conditions. - K.L.D.

Over the decades, the portraits reveal 
how Virginia Beach has changed iuid offer information for {burning and de- 
cision-making for businesses and city dq^fftments. 

In spite of tbc importance of the census, about 2.2 million people, or 
about 1 percent, were not counted in the last census. Among minority 
populations, the percentage was higher — about 6 pacent. Unfortunately, 
fin undeaxount can result in flawed to:isions. Inaccurate counts can curtail 
projects and cause loww funding for community programs, pften, those 
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irt spie of the imp^rtm^ ^f the census, 
akout 22 miiUon peapk, or about one per- 
centy were not counted in ^ last one.

The jMOJect promotes 
the multicultural study of women's history in the K-12 classroom. This 
year's theme, "Courageous Voices Echoing in Our Lives," recalls tte words 
and deeds of jffcvious generations <rf women, and the way tiieir beliefs and 
ideals arc rcflected in our lives today. 

ffistory, as it has b<«n traditionally taught, has focused on poliucal, 
military and economic leadws and events. This aiqjroach has virtually ex- 
cluded women, people of color and most othw ordinary citizens. By expand- 
ing the focus of "history" to include the stories of women's Uves, whether 
Uiey rcflect everyday life experiences or the roles women have played in the 
major events of our nation's past, our students can gain a deeper 
understanding and appreciation of Amoican history. 

As recehtiy as 1977, women's history was virtually unknown as a topic 
in die K-12 curriculum. To address tiiat omission, Uk Education Task Force 
of the Sonoma County Commission of the Status of Women initiated a 
"Women's History Week" for the county's schools. The week of March 8 
was chosen to incorpwate International Women's Day into the celebration.

We die Pet^le will be reminded repeatedly to respond to diis once-a- 
decade head count and to do so prompUy. Census officials are working widi 
die Ad Council and slogans will target various p t hnir , and minority gipups. 
ITie overall Uieme is: "Answer Ae census. It counts tw nrarc dian you 
think!" 

The Mayor's Complete Count Committee for die City of Virginia Beach 
is chaired by Marcy Sims, head of the Department of Public Libraries.

Sheriffs Department uies to uti- 
lize the inmates every day, but 
sometimes the weather doesn't 
cooperate. The department does 
not have enbugh proper clothing 
to allow inmates to work in the 
rain or cold, but those who work 
indoors usually work an eight - 
or nine - hour day. 

"We're amazed every day at 
how well these people perform," 
Vitale said. 

Vitale said the department re- 



ceives calls from city officials 
and employees requesting the 
work force to perform tasks. Not 
only are city employees request- 
ing work, but so are the inmates. 

"They're writing us letters 
wanting to come on the work 
force," Pallett said. "It's worked 
really well." 

"We thought it could go over 
great and it's far exceeded our ex- 
pectations. We hope to save the 
city a ton of money," said Vitale. 
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Widiin a few years, thousands of schools and communities were celebrat- 
ing National Women's History Week, supported and encouraged by official 
resolutions from governors, city councils, school boards and the U.S.

The open enrollment period is 
set aiSidg each y«ii^ alfe<*'t*6plfc 
to change their minds if Uiey did 
not previously choose to have the 
medical insurance portion of 
Medicare, or once had it and dropped 
it. 

The medical insurance part of 
Medicare helps pay the costs of 
physicians' services, outpatient 
hospital services, durable medical 
equipment and certain othex medical 
items and services not covered by 
Medicare hospital insurance. 

For people who enroll now, 
medical insurance protection starts 
July 1. The basic premium rate this 
year is $28.60 a month, and it in- 
creases by 10 percent for each year 
an eligible person chooses not to 
enroll.

"Pretty Bleak" Picture 

City's Commonwealth's Attorney HunphreyS Says 
He Will Besomed To Cut Services

Virginia Beach Commonwealdi's 
Attorney Robert J. Humphreys is 
being forced by a shortage in staff, 
he said, to cut the services of his 
office to the point where the attOT- 
neys can do a complete job in the 
most serious cases. 

In what he said was the first of 
what will be annual rep(»ts to city 
council, he described at a wwk ses- 
sion Monday, the responsibilities 
of his office - and its problems. 

"Things are pretty bleak," he 
said. He said that the city has been 
adding SO police officers a year, the 
state has been adding five judges a 
year, but more prosecutws are not 
being added although the case load 
is up 75 pwcCTt. 

Humphreys said that to continue 
"to do what we're doing now effec- 
tively" would require three more 
lawyers, along with secretarial hdp. 
But since the state is not liixly to 
provide the additional attCHneys, he 
said, he will have to cut services. 

As a result, he said, his office 
wiU not [ffosecute minor offenses 



and will treat bad check and credit 
card violations as misdemeanors, 
even if they involve more than 
$200. 

State law considers anything over 
$200 a felony, Humphreys said, but 
he's going to change that minimum 
to $1,000 arbitrarily. 

"We have a cntain amount of 
discretiwi," he explained. He said 
that felony warrants will be issued 
but the violations will be handled 
as mis<itemeanors. The object is to 
cut ^wn the case load in circuit 
court by disposing of the cases in 
bwN' court. 

He said that the city has been 
doing more than its share by con- 
tributing over half, $1,126,690, of 
the total budget of $2,023,655. 
Over $800,000 of the city's contti- 
butim is fw services that the city 
is not required to fund.

There are 1 1 ,102 people, aged 25 
and over, in Virginia Beach with 
less than a ninth ^rade education. 

In order to function in today's 
society, these people need to learn 
how to read and write and the Tide- 
water Virginia Literacy Council is 
ready and willing to teach, accord- 
ing to Annette Marquart, council 
presidmL 

The council currently has 42 
Virginia Beach residotts participat- 
ing in its program. 

"With all the technological 
changes going on in the wwld, you 
need more and mwc reading to 
function," Marquart said. "The defi- 
nition of literacy is changing." 

Marquart defines literacy as hav- 
ing enough reading ability to func- 
tion in everyday life. In other 
words, at about a ninth grade read- 
ing level. She said most of the 
council's students have a first at 
second grade reading ability. 

With tlK average age of students 
being in the 30s. Marquart said 
th«e arc several factors whk* couW 
conuibute to *heir illiteracy, 
iiwluding, attending many different 
schools as children; childhood ill- 
nesses; lower than average learning 
potentials; and learning disabilities. 
"It's really nobody's fault," Mar- 
quart said. "Our q)ecific niche is to 
help those who have little or no 
reading skills." 

Thp council tutors anycMie who 
has left or didn't finish school. It 
caters mainly to adults and 1^ the 
school system swve Uw children. 

The council's ^udents, the ma- 
jwity of them black, learn more ^- 
fwjiively on a onc-on-one basis. 
TTiey visit their tutw twice a week 
fw one hour to study tte Laul^h 
Way to Reading metliod of instruc- 
tion, which Marquart said is the 
most widely used one-on-onc 
method in the w«id. 

"Not everyone requires oiw-on- 
one tutwing," ste said. Some stu- 
dents can learn just as effectivdy at 
ihe ci^'s Adult Learning Ccniw. 
/•^tajy of our sUMtents an very 
clei^ in oth« ways, »ich as using 
their toids. When it amies to aca- 
demics, they ne«l «Mne qiecial 
help," she said. 

Marquart said most of Uie stu- 
(tents work sad have CwiilM» wd 
that it's usually som^hing impot- 
tml that triggns tton to w»t to

learn how to read and write. She 
said many of them have had a 
chance for a promoticm at woik, but 
wouldn't be able to handle the pa- 
perworic; have had a baby that they 
cannot read to; and have children in 
school but can't handle their 
schoolw«k. 

"Many of them have encourage- 
ment of friends and relatives," she 



The councU's teaching method 
starts with the basic phonics of let- 
ters. The Uitw and his student ar- 
range a place to meet that is conve- 
nient to both, usually at a local 
church, liteary ot publiQ. building. 
Marquart said, as a rule of thumb, it 
takes a student one year to 18 
nKMiths to learn how to read. 

"We think the wwld of our tu- 
tors. It's a very warm relationship 
that grows between a tutor and a 
student." die said. 

Tlje council, which serves Vir- 
ginia Beach, Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth and Norfolk, needs 
mott bitms to help adult suidents 
with tlwir skills. Each tutor usually 
only has one student with whom 
they work. Marquart added that 
anyone interested in tutoring quali- 
fies, but they must be patient, cre- 
ative, a people person and must 
have a (tesire to help othws. 

TTa cmmcil, a non-profit organi- 
zation, was established in 1970. 
Marquart said tl^ council has doa- 
bled it numbn of stiKlents over the 
past few ytais.

NewPigRace To Add To Alcohol-Free Festival's Fun; 170,000 People Ex- 
pected

It's almost spring and Pungo, 
as well as the rest of the city, is 
gearing up for the seventh annual 
Pungo Strawberry Festival to be 
held May 26 and 27. 

Last year's festival attracted 
more than 150,000 people, 
dMpite the rainy weadier. Stuart 
Cake, festival media relations 
chairman, said he is hoping for 
170,000 people this year. 

"We want to show everybody 
what makes Pungo such a great 
place to come to," he said. 

The festival was created by 
Pungo residents and merchants 
seven years ago to help promote 
the Pungo area, its agriculture 
and its most popular crop - 
strawberries. 
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In fact, the strawberry that 
most people know, was 
discovered in Virginia Beach in 
1609 by Christopher Newport 
and his settlers who spotted them 
growing wild near Cape Henry. 

This variety of strawberries 
was named Fragaria Virginiana 



and to salute that fact locally, die 
city's official seal has strawberry 
leaves encircling the symbol of 
today's Virginia Beach. 

More than 110 acres of pick- 
your-own strawberry fields will 
be open this year, reiM-esenting 10 
different varices of strawberries. 
Last year. Cake said, 8,000 quarts 
of strawberries were sold at the 
fe&tival, as well as 2.000 
strvfHxrry pies.

Biting My Nails 

Increased Attention To Healthy Nails Send Hun- 
dreds Of Women A Year To Doctors For Help 

She said, despite 
health risks , 
women are spends 
ing a'' fortune*^ on 
their nails.

"Wonen in general are concerned 
more with the appearance of their 
nails than with the health of their 
nails," said Dr. Milton A. Saun- 
ders, Jr., a Virginia Beach derma- 
tologist. 

Becaise women, as well as men, 
care more about what their nails 
look like, they are failing to actu- 
ally care for the nail itself. Saunders 
said 100 to 200 women each year 
come into his office to have dis- 
eased or infected nails treated, al- 
though he said the numbers have 
decreased 25 percent over the past 
few years. 

Saunders said solar nails caused a 
"big spike" in Uie number of people 
who visited his office, but now fake 
nail manufacturers have changed the 
chemicals in their producis, there- 
fore (tecreasing the number of prob- 
lem nails. 

Shirley S. Camenzind, a hand 
and nail consultant and Bellamy 
Manor Estates resident, said more 
women tend to look for the "quick 
fix" of acrylic nails, without re- 
Karching their effects, which could 
result in potential health risks. 

"If you get a fungus infection, 
you've got it fw life and there's a 
tremendous amount of them out 
dwre," she said. 

Saunders said artificial nails 
someumes cause a chemical 
se|»ration of the hard nail plate and 
the soft nail plate. When artificial 
nails are af^linl, the top hycn of 
the rral nail are san^ted off, so the 
aitifKial nail will wUiere to it If the 
acrylic is applied befwe the nail 
dries, m infi^nkm may occur. 

Saunders said many infections 
Owe up tr«n too much moisture 



getting undenwath the nails, which 
will cause a retention of water and 
fungus infection. Certain occu|M- 
tions, such as a housewife, wait- 
ress, bartender or hairdresser, may 
be more suscq)tible to the problem. 

"The thing that kills more nails 
and cuticles is water. Your nail 
swells like a sponge. You can tell a 
woman right away who uses rubber 
gloves^*C^enzind said. 

SaiiSnder^said when an infection 
occurs, bot^ntemal and external 



medication is required to clear up 
the problem. The medicine must be 
taken for several months. If a nail 
sqiarates from the nail bed, some- 
times the nail must be cut; but voy 
rarely does Saunders perform nail 
surgery. 

Another way a nail can become 
infected is as a result of a bad 
manicure, accrading to Camenzind. 
She said Acre is a growing dwnand 
for manicures, as well as mani- 
curists, because they (ton't have to 
be licensed and have no special 
training. She said oftentimes the 
same tools are used on several peo- 
ple and they are not sterilized. 

She said, despite aU the health 
risks, women are spending a 
"forUine" on their nails. She said 
that five or six out of 10 women 
have manicures ot artificial nails. 

"It's kind of a luxury. They feel 
pampoed," she said. 

Both Saunders and Camenzind 
agree that mote educaticm is needed 
in the area of nails, because many 
pec^le have bad hands and nails. 

To maintain healthy and attrac- 
tive nails, Camenzind suggests 
using a good quali^. softmankure 
brush to iMush oyer tlK top and un- 
derneath the nails to clean them.

G.E. Snyder, who operates a 
business next door, said that when 
you start selling cars somebody 
gives to you, you don't have 
much." He q)posed the use. He said 
that he is a member of the church

Snyder said that 50 to 75 cars 
were parked on the west side of the 
buil(Bng, "on my side" from front 
to the rear of the old church prop- 
erty.

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James Madison — Architect Of Religious Freedom In America

Few Americans are aware of die role played by our fourth jwesidents, 
James Madison, in die establishment of reUgious freedom in Virginia and in 
die nation. His birthday anniversary, March 16, 8e«ns a good time to re- 
flect on his efforts in bringing religious liberty to America. 

This is not to say that religious intolerance has been dimin^ed. Sadly, 
Chief Judge Walter Stacy of die North Carolina Supreme Court was right 
when he wrote. "Th^e are diose who feel more de^ly about religious mat- 
ters than they do about saailar tilings, ft would be almost wibelie>«ble. if 
history did not record die fact, diat men have gone to war and cut each 
odier's duoats because diey could not agree as to what was to become of 
diem after dieir throats wwe cut! " 

Although religious freedom has always been a major motive for 
immigration to America, most of die early colonies set up est^ished 
churches. The humorist Artemus Ward wrote, "The Puritans nobly fled 
from a land of despotism to a land of freedom, wheit diey could not only 
enjoy dieir own religion, but could prevwit everybody else from enjoying 

his." ' . 

The same diing could have been said about our state. The First Chartw 

•of Virginia states die goal of "propagating Christian Religion," and dus was 

understood to mean die Anglican Church. In 1619. die first tegislative body

pay die tidie. Only members of die Church of England could vote, and 
mandatory church attendance on Sunday was required on penalty of a fine. 

By die middle of die next centtiry. diere was a period of religious revival 
called "The Great Awakening." The leading dissenters - diose who opposed 
to die established church - were die Presbyterians and Baptists, who sent 
many memorials and petitions to die General Assembly to end religious 
tests as qualifications for public office and to recognize the right of all men 
to worship God according to dictates of dieir own craisciences.

-2t^hal's Ihc weather fore cast for 
your siding? How will your ncwsiding 
hold up under the weather conditions 
in your area? For example, wide tem- 
perature swinp in Ari7x}na can cause 
fiberglass siding panels installed too 
tightly to crack: Acidic rain in an in- 
dustrial area may cause a brick facade 
to chip.

5. Read -the warranty. Warranties 
arc a good way to compare types of 
siding, point by point.

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Affordabk And Effective Outdoor Lighting

Outdoor lighting will mal^e your 
home's exterior and grounds more en- 
joyable by making them secure, safe, 
fun, and beautiful. And by using the 
right light bulb for the job, you'll also 
help keep your electric bills low, ac-- 
cording t6 the Edison Electric Insti- 
tute, the association of investor-owned 
electric utilities. 

The costliest decision in terms of 
outdoor lighting is the type of bulb 
you'll be using. Factors such as what 
kind of light you need, purchase price, 
the bulb's energy efficiency, average 
life, and whether it needs to warm up 
before turning completely on, should 
all be considered against the area that 
needs to be lighted. 

Here is a list of light bulbs to consid- 
er: . „ 
Incandescent— Ihe types especially 

suited for the outdoors include the re- 
flector or "R" type, which supplies 



about twice the light output of regular 
indoor bulbs; and the parabolic alu- 
minized reflector of "PAR" type, 
which has four times the light output 
of the indoor bulb. Incandescent 
bulbs provide excellent bright light 
for safety, security, and decoration. It 
also has a low first cost, and has the 
ability to be instantly tui-ned on and 
off. This bulb uses more electricity 
than any of the following alternatives, 
and lasts between 1,500 and 4,000 
hours for the R type, and 2,000 to 
6,000 hours for the PAR type. 
Quartz — a good energy-efficient al- 
ternative to incandescent bulbs, being 
almost 1 1/2 times as energy efficient. 
The quartz bulb is a great floodlight 
for safety and security, with instant on 
and off, and can be used in standard 
incandescent fixtures. It lasts about 
2.000 hours. 

Low-Voltage Incandescent — operat- 
ing on 12 volts, compared to 120 in a 
standard fixture, this bulb has less 
power than a standard incandescent 
bulb, which makes it better for path- 
way fixtures, or small ground and step 
fixtures, than for security lighting. It 
has instant on/off capacity, operates 
on a transformer, and has an average 
life of about 2.000-2,500 hours. 
Compact Fluorescent — good for 
porch lights or post lights, and is two- 
to three-times as energy efficient as an 
incandescent bulb. It also has quick 
on/off ability, and ari average life of 
about 10,000 hours. The only consid- 
eration is that very cold weather may 
keep it from lighting up. 

Mercury Vapor — provides intense 
light, with a golden hue, that makes it 
ideal as a security floodlight, or as a 
decorative light for shrubbery. The 
bulb is energy-efficient, and has an av- 
erage life of almost 24.000 hours. The 



bulb does require about 30 seconds to 
turn on completely. 
Metal Halide—a bright white light, 
best used for security. They are about 
three times as energy efficient as an in- 
candescent bulb, and have an average 
life of about 20,000 hours. The bulb re- 
quires about 30 seconds to turn on. 




High-pressnre sodium lights 
are excellent for security Ught- 
ine. They have a gold-hued 
light, and are very energy-efB-

High Pressure Sodium — up to 7 times 
as energy efficient as a regular incan- 
descent bul8; provides a golden-hued 
light t'^at is best for security lighting. 
The bufc lasts about 24,000 hours, but 
requires 30 seconds to turn on. 

Recent advances in landscape light- 
ing now allow you to choose from 
three wiring options for your outdoor 
fixtures: (1) 120-volt line (standard in 
most homes); (2) 12- volt low voltage 
(same as your home car); or (3) 120- 
volt with 12-volt branches or circuits. 

A 12-volt system, which requires a 
transformer, has a number of advan- 
tages for the average or smaller prop- 
erty: A simple do-it-yourself installa- 
tion project, with a lower overall cost: 
more energy-efficient and often more 
light output per watt; little or no risk 



of shock or electrical hazard. On the 
other hand, a 120-volt system general- 
ly illuminates larger areas more 
brightly, and provides longer beam 
throws. One happy medium is to in- 
stall a 120-volt line and then add 12- 
volt branches and circuits using trans- 
formers. 

Inexpensive automatic controls are 
convenient ways to get even more en- 
ergy-efficient use from your outdoor 
lighting. Light-sensitive photo cells 
turn lights on when it's dark; and off 
when it's light. Motion sensors turn 
lights on whenever someone passes 
through the detector beam. Pro- 
grammable timers, installed in the 
light switch, allow you to have the 
lights go on and off many times a day. 
For security and safety, put outdoor 
lights where nighttime intruders don't 
want them: By your entrance ways 
(front and back doors), garage and 
driveway area, and strategically 
placed floodlights over your back and 
side yards. To reduce the chances of 
slips and falls on your walks and steps, 
put low-voltage wall and post 
lanterns, low-profile lights, and 
ground lights to illuminate steps, 
pathways, and driveways.

Madison, serving on a committee with ueorge Mason m 1776, helped 
write the. Virginia Declaration of Rights by strengthening the section 
regarding freectom of religion. He suggrated the more liberal phrase: "aU 
men are equally entitled to the free exercise of religion, according to the dic- 
tates of conscience..." to replace the narrow statement of religious 
"tolaation." 

In 1777, Thomas Jefferson drafted a bill caUing for complete separ^on of 
church and state. TTie bill ps^ed the second reading. Then, the third read- 
was p(»^ned, killing it fw that sessiai. But the bill was published 
fcR- the consideration of the people. 

Wh«i James Madison introduced Jeffereon's bill again in the 1784 sessicm 
of the Goioal Assembly, ftitrick Henry introduced a multiple establishment 
bill. Henry's bill would recognize the legal interest of Virginia in virtually 
all of the Christian churches, and impose taxes'on all citizens for their sup- 
port. Sensing that the Henry bill might pass, Madison persuaded the Gen- 
eral Assembly to postpone the final vote until the next session. 

Thomas Jefferson, then Minister to France, sensing another defeat to his 
bill, wrote his friend James Madison that there was nothing left to do but 
pray that Patrick Henry would die before the next session of the Assembly 
when his biU reached the Senate! 

But the scholarly Madison was not ready to give up the fight. He took 
two steps to end Henry's influence. First, he helped elect him again to the 
then weak office of governor, th^s removing him from the General Assem- 
bly. Then he wrote "The Memorial and Remonstrance Against Religious 
Assessments," an eloquent and convincing appeal for religious freedom. 
George Mason had this treatise distributed throughout the state prior to the 
next session of the General Assembly. 

When Madison again introduced Jcffersoij's bill on October 31, 1785, 
there was no mention of Henry's bill. The Senate insisted on some minor 
amendments, which Madison thought rendered "the style less elegant, 
though the sense is not affected." Jeffwson commented later that there were 
"mutilations in the preamble." But the bill was passed January 16, 1786. 

The adoption by the commonwealth of Virginia of the StaOite of Reli- 
gious Liberty was a pivotal episode in the long struggle for separation of 
church and state in America. This was the first such act in the western 
hemisphere. ,, 

In 1787, Madison had a hand in Article VI of the ConsUtuUon that no 
religious test shall ever be required as a qualification to any office or public 
trust under die United States." His influence is also evident in the First 
Amendment provision that "Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting die frw exercise thereof."

Michael Benedetto, Tidewater 
Fibre's vice-pesident, said although 
there are eight containers currently 
scattered across Virginia Beach, the 
company will not put out anytnore. 
Because the supply of newspaper is 
higher than the demand, he said the 
bins are eausiflg the company^ to— 
lose money. 

"We find more people are in- 
volved and interested in recycling. 
Unfortunately, the markets have 
fallen for this material," he said. 

Benedetto's advice to those inter- 
ested in recycling is to bring the 
jKiper directly to Tidewater Fibre, 
located on DiamondjHiil Road in 
Chesapeake. That way they can 're- 
ceive a payment for the recyclables. 
Tidew^or Fibre offers 30 cents per 
100 pounds of paper. 

One container holds approxi- 
mately four to five tons of paper, 
which is 8,000 to 10,000 pounds. 
The total bin collection for one year 
is 400 tons. 

The bins are located at the fol- 
lowing locations: at Broad Street 
and Aragona Boulevard behind Food 
Lion; at Constitution Drive and 
Virginia Beach Boulevard; at the 
Lynnhaven I^rkway Farm Fresh; at 
the Rock Oiurch parking lot; and at 
Shore Drive and Litde Cr^k Road, 
next to the car wash. Most of the 
bnis ue empti«l once a w^. 

Bene(tetto said it costs the com-' 
pany money to pick up the paper, 
drt^ it off, handle it and maintain 
the bins, but "we feel we're^provid- 
ing a service for the city and the 
w^iizatims that we spmsw." 

He ad(tod Uat Kveral other recy- 
cling companies have taken their

bins away from their locauons. 

Benedetto said he's hoping the 
city will establish a community 
pick-up, curbside program for all 
kinds of recyclables. His main con- 
cern is that too much wastery is 
being disposed of in the landfill. 

"If we only can keep it from go- 
ing to the landfill and endangering 
our environment," he said. 



He said that the city's landfill, 
which is located in Suffolk, was 
originally su{q)osed to last until the 
year 2000, but at the current rate, 
the landfiU wiU be full by 1995. 

"The bCTcfit of recycling is pre- 
venting it from going into the 
landfill," Benedetto said "People 
don't want Mt Trashmores all ova: 
the city." 

He said that the city mandated to 
recycle 25 percent of its waste by 
1995. Ten percent must be recycled 
by 1991 and 15 percent by 1993. If 
the city does not nieet this require- 
ment, it might have a problem 
permeating a new landfiU, he said. 

Although maintaining Uie news- 
paper bins are costing the oxnpany 
money, Benedetto said they will 
remain right where they are and he 
encourages people IB recycle. Tide- 
water Fibre accepts aluminum, all 
grades of paper, magazines, tele- 
phone books, two-liter plastic bot- 
tles, plastic milk jugs, laundry (te- 
tergent jugs and mxxt. 

"The recycling benefits outwe^ 
any costs involved," he said.

A first of its kind in the area, a 
retirement community greared to- 
ward retired commissioned military 
officers and their spouses, widows 
or widowers, recently got the unan- 
imous and enthusiastic endorsement 
of city cojjpcil. 

Couiicit granted a conditional use 
permit fore a retirement community 
on a 201.46 acre parcel on the north 
side of Dam Neck Road, east of 
Graeral Boodi Boulevanl. 

Joel Hillman, an associate with 
Rauch and Company, the developer, 
said that while marketing is being 
directed toward commissioned mili- -> 
tary officers, sales will not be re- 
stricted to them exclusively. He 
said that his company has to have 
market like most developers. 

John Parmele, council candidate 
and retired senior enlisted man, ob-, 
jected to the exclusive nature of the 
community. He said that it was a 
"slap in the face to all enlisted 
men." 

He said diat it was like a form of 
segregation. "1 believe everybody 
should be able to live in the com-, 
munity." Hillman said the he apol- 
ogized for what the perception the 
press left that the community 
would be exclusive. Developers 
plan to comply with federal laws 
pertaining to non-discrimination, he 
said. 

Developers plan to locate the 
buildings on 2S percent of the site, 
and leave the rest in its nauiral 
state. Some of the site is not 
developable. The proj«;t will have

pendent living, a mid-rise complex 
of ^X) independent living units, 80 
assisted living units and 60 skilled 
nursing units for a total of 532 
units. 

Amenities inclu(te an eight-acre 
recreation area, two swimming 
pools, four tennis courts and lawn 
sports. 

The developers will ^nd $75 
million on the project, Hillman 
sffld.

City Loses Downzoning Appeals To State Court 



The city lost its appeal to the 
State Supreme Court recently on 
two downzoning cases because of 
"piecemeal downzoning," the fail- 
ure to downzone property similar to 
{Rt^joty that was downzoned in the 
absence of a change of circum- 
stances. 

Greg N. Stilbnan. the city's legal 
counsel, said, howevo-, diat die city 
maintained that there was a change 
in circumstances in the Court- 
house/Sandbridge a study area in 
geography, in the number of vehi- 
cle trips a day. "Can anyone 
fathom that Princess Anne Road 
hasn't changed? But the Supreme 
Court said we concealed diat point." 

Stillman, an attorney with 
Hunton and Williams, explaining 
the significance of die court dcci- 
sions to city council, said Uiat he 
differed strongly with the court's 
findings. 

Councilwoman Baitara Henley 
said later diat "who^e die Sufneme 
Court got diat statement (a change 
in circumstances) is a total mys- 
tery. It's as^ough Uiey haven't 
read die case.^J 

The only way the city could 
protest die statemoit. she said, is to 
qq)eal die decisicms and there is no 
point in diat She said diat it was 
frustrating to let the statement 
^iuid. 

Stillman said the court appar- 
ently was po^uaded by the fact that 
the a:reage owned by F&R AsKxi- 
ates which is next (toor to the Vir- 
ginia Land Investment Associates 
(V.L.I.A.) property which was 
downzomd, wie not downzoned. 

On Aug. 26, 1986 when {Mrcels 
cmtauiing 3,000 aoes south of die 
city's Green liiK were downzoned, 
the F&R pn^)eny was excluded by

Jones, who voted in fava of most 
of die downamings, voted gainst 
diat one n a 5-6 vMe.

The new library is a wonderful example of how the community ex- 
pressed its interest in having a city service and how the city respaided. The 
original building was 6,000 square feet, and if you've visited there you 
knew how crowdwl it was. For years, Kempsville residents had wanted a 
larger library. They attended public hearings for capital improvements, 
signed petitions and recounted their experiences before city council. 

When the library was originally built in 1969, the population of 
Kempsville was 20.000. Today, it is over 140,000. The tremendous 
growth of the area placed a strain on the small building to swve the com- 
munity's informational, educational and leisure needs. The library was 
noisy and crowded. Through the years, Mating had beai sacrificed in order 
to provide more space for books in response to requests by citizens for 
more m^erials. Pairons waited in line as long as 30 minutes to check out 
books. Still, the library was the busiest of the area libraries in the city's 
library system. In 1986. all thejpampaigning by Kempsville residents paid 
off when the city council voted to move up the project's starting date by

one year. ' 

The new library is located next &bot to the original building. Citizens 
also played a major role in the design of the new building. Through sur- 
veys, they listed a I^^nber of issues that were important to them: ample 
parking, separate quiet study areas, clearly identifiable si»ces for children 
and youth, and the separation of information s^vices fiom ciiculatim ac- 
tivities. These elements were incorporated in the new building's plans. 

With the new space comes plenty of room for patrons wd the collection. 
For the first time in nearly a decadt, patrons can actually come tt) the li- 
brary to read. There are dozens of study tables and extra large mdy dedcs. 
The teal and plum colors of the interiw provide a soothing atmospl^re for

Thomas Jefferson — Our First Secretary Of State 
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After much hesUa^n and ah embatrming 
dehy, Jefferson accepted ^e e^m hy htten 
dated FebA4, mo. 



Two hundred years ago today, Thomas Jefferson finally reported in New 
York for duty as the first secretary of state. President Washington's invita- 
tion to serve had been received in November 1789 with "real regret" by 
Jefferson, who had just returned from France. But his great respect for 
Washington would not allow him to refuse. After much hesitation and an 
embarrassing delay, Jefferson accepted the office by letter, dated Feb. 14, 

1790. • ^ , 

Washington received his secretary of sU«e fw the first time about 1 p.m. 

on March 21,. 1790. Jefferson immediately became a wise and trusted 

counsellor m both foreigii and domestic policy, although the president did 

not always follow his advice. 
Having gone to Europe in May of 1784 to help negotiate treaties of 

commerce, Jefferson had had the opportunity to work closely with the 

beloved Dr. Franklin, one of our most successful diplomats. The following 

year, when Jefferson became minister to France, he was fiwjuenUy asked if 

he were Dr. Franklin's replacement.

superbly equipped to become secretary of state. Prior to his arrival in New 
York City, then the capital, he had filed a rqpwt on desirable locations of 
consulates and had provided valuable advice concOTiing tfie rank of AmCTi- 
can diplomatic representatives sent to various European courts.

JeffersMTs views ^valTed, Mt Coftgress was slow to kl Tliebatwar 
irat signed into law until July 1. 1790. Washington was mm hiq}py over 
what he ccmsidered an inexcusably long delay. 

Soon after his arrival as secretary of state, Jefferson ma(te Mends in ev- 
ery circle. Tten he began to use his consi^rable influence with members 
of Congress in what he considered good causes. One was his desire to lo- 
cate the nation's capital - the permanent home of the federal government - 
on the PotcnniK;. 

The story of how Jefferson accomplished this goal is an example of his 
diplomatic skiUs. The president had become quite ill during the month of 
Nby and Congress continued in a "contentious mood," SKXcwding to histo- 
rian, Douglas Freeman. Only seven acts were passed and none of them 
were of much consequence. The two big issues remained - the bill to pro- 
vide for the public credit and the measure to establish die seat of govern- 
ment 

Alexander Hamilton, secretary of the treasury, was beccMning frustrated 
over his failure to secure suffic^fit support fas his funding plan, and Rep- 
resentative James Madison did not yet have oKMigh votes lined up to move 

the capital to its present location. The Vu'ginia delegation was united in 
unyielding o(qx>sition to every proposal that the debts of the states be as- 
sumol. The powerful Robort Morris wanted the seat of government moved 
to Philadelphia. Many in New York wished the capital tojemain in their 
city. Emotions were running high and diere seem^ to be no chance of a 
resolution. 

This was when Jefferson ^cided to hose a small dinner party. The only 
guests were Madison and Hamilton. As the three sipped wine together, 
Jefferson carefully pointed out how much the two of them needed each 
other's assistance for the good of the nation. By evening's, the two guests 
had agreed on a {daa 

Phila(telphia would be the seat of government until 1800. Then, Hamil- 
^ton would see that his supporters cast their votes to locate the pomanent 
capital on the Potomac. In exchange, Madison would convince his friends 
tavote for the funding bill. Hie "bargain" was sealed. On July 12 die bill 
on relocating the capital was passed. Although a New Yoric newspaper 
urged the president to veto the bill on constitutional grounds, Washington 
signed it on the 16th and die funding measure passed two wedcs lata. 

In spite of diis agreement, die philosophies of the two secretaries were 
at odds. Hamilton believed in liberal construction or interpretation of die 
Ctmstitution and in broad national powo*. Jefferson distrusted powo*, relied 
on basic law as a safeguard and had foith in die oilightened judgment of die 
people. 

Jeffers(xi distasted personal controversy. He understood diat compromise 
was necessary for die preservation of die Union. He asked questions, 
planted doubts and made every attempt to cooperate. He labored for princi- 
ples and policies, not for his own intoest. As a diplomat, Jefferson, in his 
own words, "practiced no subdeties, meddled in no intrigues, pursued no 
concealed objects." 

However, when die Bank of die United States was established in 1791, 
issues between Secretary of the Treasury Hamilton and Secretary of State 
Jefferson were clearly drawn. By late 1792, Hamilton sought to drive Jef- 
ferson from the government through critical, by critical, but anonymous 
newspaper articles. The Virginians in Congress dien sought to drive 
Hamilton from office or at least rebute him for mismanagement of funds. 

JefferK}n was eager to return to Monticello, so he gracefully retired as 
secretary of state in 1793. You know die rest of die story. Three years later 
he returrod to government as vice {Resident, having lost die presi(tency to 
John Adams by only three votes. Tlie 1800 election resulted in a tie, and 
die House of Representatives elected him president

"These patrols provide quick de- 
tection and prompt response in get- 
ting men and fire fighting equip- 
ment to die scene of forest fires," 
said Clayton I. Brown, a Virginia 
DeparUnent of Fwestry technician. 

"On these flights all open air 
burning will be checked to also see 
if it conforms widi Virginia's forest 
fire laws." 

The aerial pati-ols began in the 
early '80s to protect die forests of 
Chesapeake, Suffolk, Virginia 
Beach and Isle of Wight and 
Soudiampton counties. 

The Department of Forestry uses 
a single engine propeller airplane, a 
Cessna 172, which is flown by 
Aerial Services, a private contrac- 
tor. The flight schedules arc varied 
to avoid predictability. 

Residents are asked to bum only 
organic material, such as brush. 



wood or leaves. 

"The State Air Pollution Board 
does not allow the burning of toxic 

material, including tires and plas- 
tics," saidAll^. 

Historically, Virginia Beach, a 
city which has 47,785 acres of 
woodlands, does not have many 
forest fires. Yet, recent blazes, 
ranging about seven each year, have 
been significant. 

Allen warns diat "since Virginia 
Beach has many subdivisions lo- 
cated in the intoface of urban and 
rural development, a forest fire 
could pose a serious threat to 
neighborhoods which are densley 
wooded." 

Unfortunately, she also notes 
that arson is increasing among 
adults and even children. 

A violation of the burning law 
can result in a fine not more dian 
$500 and possibly die expense of 
extinguishing the fire. The fine, 
until this year, was only $100.

Students Issue Recommendations At Summit Meeting 



Student leaders from a dozen 
colleges and universities throughout 
the eastern United States ended a 
three-day summit meeting in 
Virginia Beach recently, issuing 
numerous recommendations relating 
to desired events, security measures 
and communications activities sur- 
rounding a planned celebration in 
the resort city this Labor Day 
holiday wedcend. 

The students also announced their 
wish to change the name of the 
event from "Greekfest" - a name 
coined by promoters in the late 
1980's-to"LaborFest90." 

The student summit ^ held as 
Virginia Beach city officials and 
numerous [vivate citizens continue 
efforts to plan for the weekend 
The Virginia Beach City Council 
recently established a Labor Day 
Community Coordination 
Committee to centrally plan and 
coordinate 1990 evens. Racially 
and ethnically diverse, the 
committee includes business 
leaders. ediK^auvs, military repre- 
sentatives, religious and civic 
leaders and local university stu- 
dents. 

Attending the summit, which 
was sp(Misored by a local volunteer 
orgffliization known as the Interra- 
cial Business and Civic Coalition, 
were stu^Ms bma GramblinK State 



University, Howard University, 
Hampton University. Norfolk State 
University. Old Dominion 
University, Virginia 

Commonwealth University, James 
Madison University. Livingstone 
College, Shaw University, Virginia 
Union University, Florida A & M 
University. Tidewater Community 
College and Saint Paul's College. 
Many of the schools are 
predominantly black. 

City hotels and restaurants 
covered most of the cost for the 
weekend, donating 35 hotel rooms 
and meals - convincing evidence, 
students said, that city and business 
leaders wanted to know their views. 

In a news conference at the close 
of the summit Arthur JarreU, Jr., a 
junior biology major at Norfolk 
State University who chaired the 
meeting, said the students had made 
major strides in identifying 
recommendations in several key 
areas. The plans were made during 
workshop sessions Saturday where 
students and Virginia Beach city 
officials, police, business people 
and educators exchanged ideas. The 
students' recommendations will be 
delivered to the appropriate 
planning groups within the city in 
the next few days. 

In the area of police-student 
relations, improvements for Labor- 
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Fest 90 centered on increased 
responsibility and accountability 
among students and police. 
Cultural sensitivity training and 
shorter work shifts for police were 
also suggested. Self-policing on 
the part of students and other 
interested groups through "Citizen 
Patrols" was also recommended. 
The students asked that events be 
"fun, educational and cultural." 
Jarrett said, and that they be held in 
a variety of locations around 
Virginia Beach and adjacent cities. 
A wide variety of concerts — 
scheduled during days, nights and 
especially early morning houre — 
was suggested, along with a 
number of athletic events. A 
cultural festival, a food bazaar, a 
weekend-long job fair, and a step 
show championship were also re- 
viewed. 

Special efforts should be made to 
enlist the financial suppmt of major 
corporate sponsors to underwrite 
costs of the events, according to 
JarreU. In addition, the students 
expressed a concern that black 
vendors be encouraged to operate in 
the resort area and other event 
locales to "channel some of the 
profit back into the black 
community." 

In a public relations workshop, 
the students suggested that positive 
messages about LaborFest 90 and 
black Greek-letter organizations be 
disseminated through primarily 
black media in addition to other 
mass media.

CHy Contributes $19,560 to STOP 



Virginia Beach was the first lo- 
cality in the Southeastern TidewatCT 
Opportunity Project, Inc. (STOP) 
to come to the aid of the agency 
with a one-time contribution of 
$19,560. 

L. Louise Lucas, executive 
director of STOP, said that if the 
other sevoi localities in the district 
do the same die organization could 
avoid paying a 16 percent interest 
rate on a debt to the federal gov- 
ernment created by poor manage- 
ment. 

Lucas, who was not at the 
agency when the problems arose, 
told city council at a recent 
workshop that things would be 
different from now on. 

She said that three odier locali- 
ties of the eight communities in 
STOP have also contributed a share 
to defray the debt. However, Nor- 
folk has not committed any funds 
yet, she said, and since N^folk is 
the largest participant, when and if 
it does contribute its share. STOP 
can quickly "come up from under." 

Without diat commitment, she 
said, the Department of Health and 



Human Services has asked the 
agency to enter a three-year contract 
m6u which STOP would have to 
pay 16 percent interest on the debt. 

The Virginia Beach share was 
fw^ed from the city manager's dis- 
cretionary fund. 

Since STOP was the largest of 
the 16 funds in the Anti-Poverty 
Action Commission, she said, 
STOP was most at risk when the 
shortfrdi was discovoed. 

At jeopardy was the Headstart 
program in which 60 Beach children 
are enrolled. STOP plans to expancl 
the Beach iHogram 1^ 45. 

Lucas said that STOP wants to 
clean up all the problems and make 
the organization one of the best in 
the region. 

She said that countless children 
are affected by the STOP program, 
the program is at risk unless the 
funds are repaid, and this cannot be 
with federal dollars. 

Lucas said that three- and four- 
years-olds and their parents are 
served by the STOP program, 
which always has a waiting list 



Homeless Woman May Lose 
Children; Council Considers Case 



When 30-year-old Peggy Bolanos 
boarded the bus at San Diego with 
her six children last Sept 7 and 
headed fn* Virginia Beach, she didn't 
know that her troubles were just 
beginning. 

She had cash, enough to keep her 
and her family in motels for a 
while, but before she could get es- 
tablished, her money ran out. That 
began her descent to homelessness. 

While waiting for housing and 
other assistance, she stayed at the 
Union Mission for a week, at the 
DwelHi^ ^lacevin Norfo^c -and at<i 
Friendship Village in Virginia ; 
Beach. 

For the past three-and-a-half 
months the Bolanos' have been 
staying at McThrift's Motor Inn at 
the Beach but have to leave by May 
31. Like other homeless at the re- 
sort, she was using the tourist ac- 
commodations as a home during the 
off-season. This practices, noted 
Councilman John A. Baum 
"guarantees we'll have homeles»' 
people every May." 

Bolanos went to city council 
Monday because she was not only 
facing a loss of a home, but the 
loss of her children. 

While living at Friendship Vil- 
lage, she said, neighbors charged 
her with child abuse because she 
had left older children babysitting 
with the younger ones. Her children 
are aged 14. 9. 7. 6. 5 and 3. As a 
result of these charges and the fact 
that she would not have a home af- 
ter May, she said diat the court has 
threatuied to take away her children 
and place them in foster homes. 

Bolanos said Uiat she fled her 
husband. Tesla Bolanos. because of 
abuse and came to Virginia Beach 
because a sisto* lived hoe. The sis- 
ter however, is not able to provide 
housing for the family. Bolanos 
said that her divorce will be final oi 
May 18, and that she has given to 
the Social Services Bureau 
information on her husband, who is 
in the Marine Corps, so that she 
could get support payments. 

She said nothing has been done. 

She told council that she had an 
education (one-and-a-half years of 

college), that she had worked (at a 
church school, assisting.ho' father 
in apartment managing, as a store 
clerk). A native of Texas, she said 
she grew up in California. 

What bc^re Bolanos is that the 
authorities are planning to spend 
$2,500 a month to keep her chil- 
dren in fostra* homes while ttey i»y 
her only $435 a month keep h^ 
home together. In addition to the 
$435 a month. Bolanos received 
food stamps. She said that she i»ys 
$350 a month rent which leaves her 
$85 for everything else. 

She said that ^ has been look- 
ing for an apartment fw months 
with no luck. 

She came before council Nfonday 
ba:ause of a $54,000 grsmt frcxn tte 
U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development to help the 
iKNnele^. She said she expected to 
be homeless. The city, however, 
ai^Mt^xiated tlK funds fw distritm- 
tkm snong several ^encin — The 
Virginia Beach Chri^ian Outrrach 



Group, St. Columba Ecumenical 
Ministries. Virginia Beach Ecu- 
menical Housing, the Mother Seton 
House, and Homeless Prevention. 

Bolanos said that every agency 
had turned her down. 

Baum said that theoretically, the 
government pays more money for a 
second home for childrui than for 
the mother's home. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she thought the city had pro- 
grams where women could enter 
programs providing day care so that 
they could beoenK independoit 

Assistant City Manager Hector 
Rivera said that day care is available 
when individuals are eligible. He 
said that a whole debate is going on 
about welfare and about the short- 
age of personnel to do the job. 

He said that the foster care pro- 
gram is fedoally-ftmded. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that it would be helpful to leam the 
facts abcMit what it takes to keep a 
family togetho' or sq»rated. 

Councilman John L. Perry said 
that if the father is in the Marine 
Corps, "they can get him and make 
him pay." 

Rivera said that he was not sure 
that Virginia had an interstate com- 
pact with Calif(»nia. 

Councilman Barbara Henley 
asked Rivera to see what he could 
do for the Bolanos family. 

Rivera said that the small 
amount of low cost housing in the 
city compounds Uie problem. 

Rivera was asked to look into the 
Bolanos problem before the woman 
loses her childrm. 

Council was also criticized by 
Jeff Cantrcll, a worker among the 
homeless. He said that he knows of 
individuals who would not be 
served by the $54,000. He objected 
that:Jme city was a homeless fa;ility 
would be moved from the beach 
front saying that they work at the 
Beach and should be allowed to live 
at the beach. He said that the peq)le 
he works with can't even afford the 
low rents in motels. He said that 
the allocation of the funds looks 
like a kind of apartheid. 

Brenda McCormick, Mothers, 
Inc., asked (or this week what she 
asked for last week when the 
allocation was fust considered — a 
pi&x of the pie. She said that her 
organization never receives gov- 
ernment money although it takes 
care of poor mothers with children. 

Albert Balko obja:ted that a let- 
ter, signed by the homeless helped 
by Mothers, Inc., criticized Dick 
I^well who. Balko said, "is work- 
ing as hard as you." and diat Mc- 
Cormick is "taking pot shots at 
odier organizations." when "e«:h 
does a lot of good." 

Council ackqjted Uie ordinance on 
second reading. Councilman John 
D. Moss asked City Attorney 
Leslie Lilley to research questions 
raised on whether Council is prop- 
erly applying the Homeless Act. 
Councilwoman Henley wants to 
know also how many and how 
peq^ are being served by govmi- 
m«K funds. 
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1990 General Assembly Session Comes To A Close

The 1990 session of the Virginia General Assembly was quite remark- 
able for what did and did not hai^n. 

With a new jpvemor L Douglas Wilder, a larger number of Rq)ubli- 
cans in the House of Delegates C39^outor 100) than any recefsrflme, araT 
the economy of the Commonwealth that was, if not recessionmy, certainly 
stagnating, then it was time, it seemed, for the General Assembly to run in 
place tat awhile, rath»- than noshing ahead with new prognuns as had been 
commonplace uiida the former GovCTior Gerald Baliles. 

The Commonwealth adopted a new $26 billion budget for the next two 
years beginning July 1, 1990, and ending June 30, 1992, whi^h included a 
five percent raise for teachers' salaries in the first year of the biennium, a 
five pocent raise for state employees broken into a three percent increase 
July 1 and an additicmal two percent Decemb^ 1, and jffovided the governor 
with a $200 million reserve fund that probably will be used for salary in- 
creases in the Kcond year of the biennium. 

While {xoviding these salary increases and otherwise l»lancing the bud- 
get, the legislators also revised the pension tax reform program adopted 
during the special session of the General Assembly in 1989. The legisla- 
tors, who admitted they acted in haste and without as much informaticxi as

they nee(ted, voted to rescind aj^roximately $116 millioa of the prasioit 
tax reform while at the same time benefiting those in the kma retirement 
income brackets more than the program adqpted in the 1989 qiecial ses- 
sion. 

The city fared well given the circumstances of this General Assembly 
session. The city council had very wisely taken a conservative approach to 
this session and it paKd back our legislative package to a few qxclfi^ re- 
quests for the city. We also supported five broacter effcHts that were sup-^ 
ported on a regional basis that included North and South Hampton Roads. 
The region's and the city's greatest pricMity was thitt the ^ility to utilize

"The first of April, some do say 

Is set apart for All Fools' Day; 

But why the people call it so 

Nor I, nor they themselves, do know!" 

This littie ditty appeared in Poor Robin's Almanac in 1760. The un- 
known autiior did not do much investigating as to why Uie folks in Eng- 
land had played absurd but hamless j(rf^ on ekh other on thfe the fii^t of 
April since the early 1600s. 

Historians trace this custom back to France, Uie first nation to adopt the 
Gregorian Calendar, introduced in 1564. Up to that time, new year celebra- 
tions began March 21 and ended April 1. Cane to think of it, Uie new year 
really should begin in spring when nature's cycle begins, rather tiian in the 
dead of winter. At any rate, Uie common people of France did not like to 
make Uiat calendar change! 

Many of Uiem continued celebrating New Year's Day on the first of 
April. Eventually, Uiese folks came to be known as "April Fools." This 
led to Uie custom of fooling friends and relatives on Uiat special day. The 
French had so much fun wiUi Uiese antics Uiat Uie idea soon spread to 
England where it became a popular tradition, later transported to Uie 
colonies.

why the committee had to be so 
large, a development Uiat might 
make it more unwieldy. She also 
wanted to know why the additional 
members had to be an'oinied by Uie 
council. 

Fine replied that some sub-com- 
mitlces did not have enough bljK;k 
members and some did not have 
enough white members.

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the real property tax not be restricted. 

This was totally successful with the impetus to restrict a localities' 
ability to raise propoty taxes blunted by the reality that this is one of the 
few revenues available to localities without control. There was also a last 
minute effort by some groups to limit the city's meal and room tax but 
this effort was defused. Limiting the meal and room tax would have been 
voy detrimental to the revitalization of the Virginia Beach Resort Area that 
would have had dire consequences to the entire Comifionwealth because of 
the fact that Virginia Beach's tourism is a cash cow to other areas of the 
Commonwealth. 

Another regional issue - transpcvtation, although not receiving a great 
amount of attention, was successful in diat a study resolution passed that 
wiUiookjtdie tran^ooation financing needs Of Hampton ttnttds and re' 
port to the 1991 General Assembly session. The report may or may not 
recommend a regional transportation financing authority but this issue, 
which was proposed by the Southeastern Virginia Planning District Com- 
mission, deserves more exiunination before it is either accepted or written 
off. The other two regional issues, indigent care funding and an increase in 
reimbursement for local jails, received virtually no attention but this prob- 
ably can be attributed completely to the scarci^ of any dollars available in 
Richmond for new initiatives. 

Furthermore, the city was successful in receiving appropriations of ap- 
proximately $57,000 fOT the Virginia Marine Science Museum and over 
$74,000 over the biennium for the Virginia Beach Center for the Arts. 
These contributions by the Commonwealth will allow the marine science 
museum to go forward in implementation of its master plan and assist the 
Center for the Arts in providing a quality art facility for the residents of 
Virginia Beach and our many visitors. 



Although, the Commonwealth will be faced with economic woes of, I 
hope, lessening severity over the next two to three years, it may be some 
time before the General Assembly is able to initiaie new jMograms as was 
comnKHiplace during the preceding four years. The need for many of these 
social programs which was traditionally the Commonwealth's reqxxisibil- 
ity to fund will be placed more and more on the city which is also suffer- 
ing lean economic times. Also, we have the considerations of the seem- 
ingly continued detoioration of the national economic picture with the 
deficit still not under control and with some measures pasjposed to control 
the deficit having potentially draconian effects on defense spending and 
tourism which are two of the mwe important factors in the city's and re- 
.gioi|>.iepqn()fi«^„ ^, i,. :^,jdu 

The coming years will ceitainly 4^'more 'Challeti|ting than anything tliii 
city has had to face in the recent pa/st. However, the pivotal event coming 
out of the 1990 General Assembly session was the fact that the Hampton 
Roads' maycxs and managers comprising the General Assembly delegation 
reinesenting the same area have now an Assembly delegation whkh met in 
a caucus abnost every Monday during the Genoal Assembly Session and 
worked very hard to pronwte the regional issues as identified by Hampton 
Roads' mayors and muugers. The caucus also looked out fw other issues 
as they came up that would affect the region and either woiked to latNnote 
them (V defeat them as was in die region's best interest This is p^hjqn die 
biggest step oiv delegation has taken in nuuiy years in working together
